Senator Sutherland' presented the mi- 


nority report for himself and Senator 
Pcnrose. "\Vc do not concur," It said, 
"In so far as the report defends the 
bill itself nor in so far as It insists 
there \vould bo'no Impropriety in tho 
purchase of the belligerents' idle ships. 
We believe the bill a thoroughly bad 
piece of legislation and are 
certain 


that to have purchased tho boats now 
seeklnc; security in American harbors 
would have developed serious 
trouble 


for the United States." 


The committee's investigation was 


authorized tiy a resolution offered by 
Senntor Burton and an amendment by 
Senator Williams, directed the inquiry 
as to whether the so-called shipping 
trust had maintained a lobby against 
the bill.

there any danger to justify such a 
step?

While we are advocating a much

are destroying each other with insatia- 


ONE PROTEST ANSWERED 


No protest made by the American 


government to a belligerent has been 
answered with more promptitude .than 
our protest to France against the tak- 
ing of Germans from American ships 
on the high seas. Last month, four 
American steamships were 
held 
up 


near Porlo Rico and one or more Ger- 
mans was taken from each. Our state 
department mude prompt representa- 
tions as to the illegality of 'the pro- 
ceding, and in consequence the French 
government has ordered the immediate 
release of those bo taken. 
This an- 


swer of ['ranee is very gratifying, sig- 
nifying as it does that the high hand- 
ed procedure wns not so much 
due 


to a settled policy as an error made 
in the heat oC war. 
France has lost 


nothing in this 
speedy 
compliance 


with American demands, and it is 
likely that Great Britain will realize 
sooner or later that a like compliance 
with American ideals would have been 
the wiser policy. 
They who assume 


to fight for a recognition of interna- 
tional law should be the last lo run 
counter to its requirements.

storage battery and how may I deter- 
mine when the chemical needs renew- 
ing?"

A certain amount of- distilled 


water should be added to the storage 
battery about every two weeks. 
The 


water should be sufficient 
to 
cover 


the tops of the plates of the battery 
cind to reach within a fraction of an 
Inch of the top of the filler-cap. If the 
battery is used when the water is an 
appreciable distance from the tops of 
the plate's, the battery' will be ruined 
or- at least will deteriorate 
rapidly. 


Tlio d'istllled water should be used, as 
even what 'may appear to be the pur- 
est' spring: water may contain a. vege- 
table growth 01' chemicals that will In- 
terfere with the proper operation of 
the battery. After the battery has been 
used a certain length of time, the elec- 
trolyte, or water and acid compound, 
In which the plates rest, will become 
weakened and should be renewed. This 
may be tested by means of a hydrome- 
ter which will give the specific gravi- 
ty of the liquid: in making this test, 
a syringe. should be used to: draw a 
small amount of .the liquid from the. 
battery, and this should 
be 
returned 


before the electrolyte from 
the next 


battery Is removed. This is necessary, 
inasmuch as the electrolyte in the dif- 
ferent cells may possess a 
different 


i gravity, and if that from several bat- 
teries Is mixed, false reading's of the 
hydrometer would result.

i. m.—(Delayed) 


—Jn the house of commons tomorrow, 
(Wednesday) the compulsory military 
service bill will be taken up. It prom- 
ises lo bring on the sharpest parlia- 
mentary struggle since the war began. 


The Earl of Derby's report on his 


recruiting campaign which began Oc- 
tober 23, and ended December 11, ex- 
plains why the cabinet found it neces- 
sary to bring ifbrward a measure for 
compulsory eqllslmeht of unmarried1 
men. More than 2,500,000 men in Ens- 
land, Scotland and Wales enrolled 
themselves, but after those engaged In 
indispensable Industries and medically 
unfit have-been winnowed out 
about 


J.K'O.OOd avaJlablo to bear arms re- 
main. But there are .650,000 unmarried 
men who failed to como forward, and 
the government will now attempt to 
redeem Premier Asquith's pledge that 
the married men should not be called 
'out so long as any considerable frac- 
tion of unmarried men hold back. 


Karl of dfrbj'n Report 


In'his report, which is addressed to 


Lari Kttch'cncr, secretary for war, the 
Karl of Derby Bays:

pledge, but more than that in my opin- 
ion, 
some steps must be taken to re- 


place as far as possible the single men 
now etarrert or engaged In reserved 
occupations by older and married men, 
even if these men have to a certain ex- 
tent-to be drawn from the-ranks- of 
those already serving. Especially does 
this apply to those who have joined 
these occupations since the date of 
royal assent to the" national registra- 
tion act.

near 
future, nnd relative to tlicm I 


want to assure 
you now, 
that 
any 


changes I may make will be governed 
absolutely by the fitness of the men for 
the positions to be assigned to them, 
T-ct ma illustrate. ' On the liquor squad 
1 want men who will totally abstain 
from the use of intoxicating liquors, 
and who are above the practice of so- 
liciting or accepting gifts from 
the 


proprietors of licensed places. On the 
traffic squad I want men of tact 
and 


good judgment, while for headquarters 
officers I shall select men who can re- 
cievc and transmit 
messages intelli- 


gently, whether over ihe telephone or 
otherwise. 


1 understand that some of the men 
arc not on speaking terms with each 
other; patrolmen not speaking to their 
superior officers, and vice versa, a con- 
dition which does-not tend to improve 
the discipline of the department, 
and 


which must be corrected. 


I shall expect the superior 
officers 


to be civil and courteous to the 
men 


under them, and the patrolmen and 
other employes to be respectful toward 
superior officers. 
I want all to speak 


In respectable terms of each other in 
public and private conversation. 


All 
patrolmen, on their respective 


routes, shall daily make a written re- 
port to the superintendent, of any con- 
dition*; coming1 under their observation 
that are In violation of the law, or that 
show a tendency toward such violation 
If I learn that such conditions do ex- 
ist, and are not reported by the pa- 
trohnan under whose jurisdiction they 
are lo be found, I shall consider it ar 
occasion for disciplining the patrolmai 
thus offending. And the superintendent 
will bo expected, as the result 
of 
the 


reports ho may receive, to notify 
me 


of any improper conditions whatsoever. 
that may exist. 


During the past tu:o years, my at- 


tention has been called to the practice 
of some members of the department, of 
frequenting licensed places at the con- 
clusion of their work, though I 
have 


more 
particular 
reference 
to 
such 


practice after U o'clock at nl^tit. 


The members of the department am 


the proprietors of the licensed places 
are both awaro of the fact that this is 


direct violation of the law. 
It mus 


be stopped. 


As to drunkenness in the department 


you are all well aware of the 
polict 


rules relative to it. I shall consider i 
an unpardonable offense, and 1 propose 
K any such cases come before me, 
I' 


deal with them In exemplary manner 
As men of intelligence, all members o 
the department should realize nnd ap 
prcciate their obligations, to the publi 
whom they are paid to serve, and t 
those depending upon them: the mem 
hers of their families. They 
shoul 


keep these 
obligations 
ever be for 


them, and govern their conduct 
ac 


cordingly. I do not anticipate that 


I shall 
bo called upon to act on 
an 


such cases, and I sincerely hope that 
shall not Tie. But it is nti on'ence that 
cannot be tolerated in the department, 
[and if any member Is found guilty, nf- 
tor a fair hearing.
